HOW THE ' WkST YORK" GOT INTO AND OUT | 
: OF THE TYPHOON, 


The British barqae West York, which we re. 
ported tn our fasue of the 15th Ins‘ant as lyidg off 
Tornabrot {na disabled condition, arrived here 
in tow of the Norwegian steamer Hermes yester- 
day. Sho-was soon boarded by a representative 
‘of the Hongkong Telegraph, wha Interviewed 
the chief cfficer, to whom wa are indebted for 
the following particulars of her adventurous 
woyage i— eat : 

The Britlsh barque West York, of Sunder. 
land, 629 tons, Captain E. L, Davis, left Teku, 
North China, bound, in ballast, for Banfer, io 
Java. All went well until the mozning of the 
33th instant, when a strong NE. gale and 

' ferrific confused soa was encountered Ic latitude 
a6deg. y2mlo, N, and longitude sardeg. t7min, 
E. Whilst scadding before the wind 
under short canvas the ballast commenced 
toshift by reason of the viclent rolling 
of the ship, and the crew were sent below 

‘to tlm it They worked hard at this for 
-geveral hours, when at about 2 a.m. on the r4th 
‘the ship took two or three heavy lorches’ and 
was thrown on her beam ends, All bande wera 

' Gmmediately called up on deck fo get the head

Mr. Ebrahim Rahimtcols {1 of opiston. that 
the numbszr of deaths since the diseaso mado Its 
appearance have .be-n between 200 and: 300, 
He doesnot wish to enter into any controversy 
as regards .the name by which the paritcolar 
malady should be known, but he mentions that 
it was the Health Officer himgelf who called ft 
the plague when he (the writer) described the 
symptoms of the disease more than a fortolght 
ago, when he alleges the Medical Officer was 
wholly kpnorant of the prevalence of the disease. 

Dr. Nusserwanjee, Surveyor, writes that he ts 
rot an alarmist, and had bo the slightest doubt 
about the nature of the disease he would refrala 
from giving his opinion on the subject. The 
disease S9 so typical in all its clinical aspects, 
also Its bacterlological fresults, that he though It 
bis duty to give his opinion feartessly, The 
plague {snot limited, as asserted by the Health 
Officer, but ft Is alleged to have'spread to other 
communtiies, ; . 

Dr, Ismall Jan Mehomed's oploton {fs that the 
disease Is spreading with: great rapldity, and a 
farther oploton {s that the plegue will not subside 
unless the drains and sewers of the Iccallty aro 
thorougly cleaned and flushed. A newspaper 
representative, in company with medica! men, 
saw some ofthe sufferers, who were sufferlog 
from large swelli-gs. 

Dr. Jeloviz, whowastn Bagdad in the year
